NAPLES, May 30.—Allied armored forces edged forward 
against stiffened German resistance on both sides of the Anzio- 
Rome highway today while the British Eighth Army, spearheaded 
by Canadian tanks, was advancing steadily astride the Via Cas- 
ilina to tighten the grip on Marshal Kesselring’s Nazi forces.

OTTAWA, May 30—Finance Minister J. L. Isley today 
notified the banking and commerce committee of the House 
of Commons that he would make a statement on reserves of 


the chartered banks, a subject 


receiving prominent attention 


at committee hearings since questions have been directed 
at the so-called inner or hidden reserves which the banks 
dé not disclose in their annual statements. 


The committee, starting 
third week of hearing on legisla- 
tion amending the Bank Act and 
other proposals, is moving slowly. 
Progress has almost bogged down 
as members seek to air a variety 
of views on monetary policy. 

Today's sitting became involved 
in a tangled debate on whether 
members should confine attention 
to the Bank Act or consider mone- 
tary reform ideas John Blackmore, 
Social Credit leader, in the midst 
of an elaboration of his ideas, made 
a scathing criticism of the House 
of Commons. He has been a mem- 
ber eight years he said “and it is 
next to impossible to carry on an 
investigation in the House of 
Commons with any hope of arriv- 
ing at any conclusions,” 

The committee tried out a rule 
to limit speakers to 20 minutes in 
their speeches. Blackmore was its 
first victim, being halted by Chair- 
‘man W. H. Moore.

Nazi Civilians 
Kill American 
Fliers ‘In Rage’ 


STOCKHOLM, May 30—(AP)— 
American airmen who parachuted 
inte three unnamed places in 
central Germany yesterday were 
“killed by agitated people,” the 
newspaper Aftonbladt’s Berlin 
correspondent wrote today in a 
dispatch which was passed by 
German censorship, 

The article gave no details, but! 
the correspondent said he received 
the reports from “a traveller from 
Leipzig” which whom he talked in 


Berlin. 
A later report said that five 
American airmen had been killed. 


The Germans were told tonight 
that Rome is in peril of early cap- 
ture by an Allied “steamroller of 
terrific weight.” 

(Field Marshal Albert Kessel- 
ring’s southern Italian armies are 
menaced by Allied leapfrog land- 
ings in the rear of the German 
positions, said a Berlin broadcast 
apparently preparing the home 
front for bad news from the 
south. 

(“The enemy stands at the gates 
of Rome,” said the broadcast.)

As the Fifth Army fought forward 
in the last phase of the battle for 
Rome, Lt.-Gen. Mark W. Clark, 
its commander, predicted that the 
Italian capital would fall “before 
many days have passed.” 

An official spokesman disclosed 
that the Germans apparently 
have halted their general retreat

“STORM OF RAGE” 

He said “a storm of rage” broke 
out Sunday “among German civil-

Aftonbladet’s report recalled 
German propaganda minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels’ article in 
the Saturday issue of the Nazi 
newspaper Volkische Beobachter 
declaring that Allied airmen bail- 
ing out over Germany no longer 
would have police and military 
protection against German civil- 
lans, 

At that time, Aftonbladet inter- 
preted Goebbels’ article as meaning 
that “American airmen who save 
themselves by parachute can con- 
sider themselves at the mercy of the 
people who find them, under the 
old rule, ‘eye for eye and tooth for 
tooth’.”

ANZIO, Italy, May 30—(AP)—The Allied 5th Army will 
take Rome “before many days have passed,” Lt.-Gen. Mark 
W. Clark declared in an address at Memorial Day services 
here today. 

The Sth Army honored its dead 
on the former Beachhead in 
Memorial Day services at an 
American cemetery as guns in the 
battle for Rome rumbled a few 
miles away. 

“We now stand on the threshold 
of Rome,” said Gen, Clark in a 
brief address before placing a 
wreath. “Before many days have 
passed we shall have freed this 
first of the European capitals from 
Nazi domination.” 

Before the 5th Army commander 
stretched countless rows of white 
crosses broken by the Jewish Star 
of David here and there—resting 
places of soldiers who paid with 
their lives for the holding of the 
Anzio beachhead.

The provincial department of 
agriculture, in conjunction with 
the Dominion government, is pre- 
pared to pay a wool bonus of four 
cents a pound on the 1944 clip, 
it was announced Tuesday by 
Hon. D. Bruce MacMillan, min- 
ister of agriculture. 


The bonus will be paid on all 
standard grades of Canadian un- 
washed fleece wool, with the excep- 
tion of rejects and defective grades, 
Mr. MacMillan said. It will be paid 
only when grades are naturally 
|clean and in good marketable con- 
dition, or when fleeces have been 
prepared properly by the grower 
prior to delivery. 
| Provision is being made this year 
to have fleeces graded by Dom- 
inion government wool graders. 

The bonus will be paid by 
cheque directly to growers, The 
Province pays the full amount, 
and is re-imbursed to the extent 


of 50 per cent by the senior 
government, 
At four cents a pound, it has 


been estimated the bonus on each 
| fleece runs between 30 and 35 
cents, Approximately $123,000 was 
paid in bonus last year to about 
5,000 Alberta growers. 

At the last session of the Legis- 
lature, the agriculture department 
was voted $120,000 for wool bonus 
payments in the 1944-45 fiscal year, 
Of this sum, $60,000 was to be re- 
paid to Alberta by the Dominion 
government,

WINNIPEG, May 30—(CP)— 
Senator Wishart McL. Robertson 


of Halifax last night outlined the 
four basic liberal principles as 
winning the war, providing that 
there would never be another 
war, keeping Canada’s national 
income & its highest possible 
level and distributing income 
fairly. 

“It is not sufficient for you and 
I to take a negative attitude in 
this matter,” he said. “We must 
make a positive stand if we are to 
have a permanent peace.” 


AGAINST SOCIALISM 

Senator Robertson, speaking to 
the national convention of young 
Liberals, said Canadians would be 
the last to adopt a socialistic form 
of government because “it is abso- 
lutely contrary to their spirit and 
wishes.” 

“1 eannot believe that the pros- 
pect of facing a future which 
contemplates your ordinary lives 
being controlled and dictated by 
an individual or group of indi- 
viduals, can appeal to you.” 
Speaking of the peace confer- 

ence which would inevitably follow 
the war he said Canada will attend 
as the virtual leader of the small 
nations. 

“We can best speak the language 
of the small nations since in most 
ways we are a small nation our- 
selves, and yet we will be in a 
position to exercise a great influ- 
ence on the larger nations. 


KING BEST DELEGATE 

“The one who is best fitted to 
express Canada’s viewpoint at this 
conference and the one whose 
prestige and influence would have 
the most effect is Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King.” 

Senator Robertson told the young 
delegates the Liberal party presents 
to the youth of Canada a great op- 
portunity and a great challenge.

URGE HEALTH PLAN 
OF EQUAL BENEFIT 

WINNIPEG, May 30.—(CP)—A 
committee on social security and 
public health at the national con- 
vention of young Liberals yester- 
day advocated a national health 
scheme which would impose no 
hardship on any income group or 
individual. The scheme would 
provide equal benefit for all.

Red Air Force 
Bags 60 Planes 


LONDON, May 30.—(CP)—Soft- 
ening up enemy air strength in 
Romania, the Red air force struck 
airdromes near Roman and Husi 
yesterday and destroyed or dis- 
abled at least 60 planes, a Soviet 
communique announced last night. 

Roman is on the Siretul river 
and Husi on the Prut. Both are 
between the Carpathian mountains 
and the Dnestr river. 

At the airdromes, said the 
Soviets, “after silencing anti-air- 
craft fire our planes carried out 
several bombing and machine- 
gun attacks,” destroying or dam- 
aging 60 enemy craft. 

Both the Russian and German 
communiques said there was little 
activity on the ground. The Soviets 

said 35 enemy planes had been shot 
down in air combat or by anti-air- 
craft fire Sunday. The Nazis claim- 
ed successful air attacks on Soviet 
supplies and rail stations in the 
areas of Shepetovka and Korosten.

He said lack of medical supplies 
would “See the eventual extermin- 
ation of the Jap fighters in the Pa- 
cific island campaign,” he spoke of 
a Japanese bomber crew which re- 
cently crash-landed near his sta- 
tion. “Every one of the nine men 
in the crew were medically unsound 
—some of them had venereal dis- 
eases.” 

Allied medical officers found this 
condition general among Japanese 
prisoners. 


He said there was no doubt 
some truth to the stories of Jap- 
anese fanaticism especially in the 
earlier stages of the war. “But 
now the common infantrymen just 
whimper and come out of their 
dugouts with their hands up,” he 
said. Some of the officers were 
still killing themselves, though. | 


He also said that a study of Jap} 
tactics showed that “if you can 
knock off their flight leaders, the | 
whole formation goes to pieces. | 
And I have heard it’s the same 
with the ground and naval forces.” 


SCORES CRITICISM 

Watson was bitter about reports 
and criticism of the British effort 
in the Far East. 

He said most of the stories were 
written “by men who made a brief 
tour of the battlefield and then 
went safely back to Melbourne be- 
fore the campaign was over. These 
cnaps gave you the impression they 
were writing with the smoke of 
battle curling over their type- 
writers and with a runner standing 
by to rush off the unfinished dis- 
patch when they fell wounded.”

Murder Hearing 
Opens at Coast 


VANCOUVER, May 30.— (CP) — 
Possibility that Albert Rea might 
be taken from his sickbed in hos- 
pital here to give evidence at the 
murder trial of Albert F. Barilla 
appeared in the testimony of Dr. 
K. D. Panton, police surgeon, in 
supreme court yesterday. 
| Rea suffered severe _ injuries 
when he fell from a power line 
outside the window of the Gray- 
court hotel shortly after a shooting 
fracas in which Wellington Wallace 
| was killed. Barilla is charged with 
the shooting. | 

Barilla pleaded not guilty when 
his trial opened here yesterday. 

Dressed in flannel trousers and 
a brown pin-striped suit, he 
entered his plea in a cool, steady 
voice, 

J. A. Campbell, crown prosecutor, 
said in his opening address the 
fatal shooting of Wallace came 
shortly after Barilla took part in 
an argument in which Joseph Mar- 
tin, Albert Rea and Fleurette Will- 
jams, occupants of adjoining hotel 
rooms, took part.

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Farm Labor Placements 


The arrangement between the Dominion 
and the provinces for the allocation of 
farm labor worked well last year, and it is 
not strange that agreements are being 
signed for the present season. In wartime 
the control of manpSwer must rest with 
the federal authority. The supply has to be 
adjusted with consideration for the needs 
of the armed forces and with regard also 
to the widely varying needs of different 
areas and types of production. Only by 
co-operative action between the federal and 
provincial authorities can the present in- 
sufficient labor supply be directed to the 
best advantage. 

One thing is certain. However much 
food Canada may produce this year will 
not be too much. The demand of the 
Allied forces and in Allied and liberated 
countries will absorb all that we can spare 
and that can be transported. Far more 
than the comfort or convenience or profit 
of the people of the Dominion is involved 
in the distribution of farm labor so that 
the maximum amounts of food may be 
produced. To handle this very difficult and

Too Late 


Ten persons are dead as a result of the 
fire which swept through a dance hall at 
Hamilton, Ontario, In consequence, the 
police have closed four other places, and 
they will stay closed until satisfactory 
fire-prevention alterations have been made. 

Fire was no more likely to break out in 
any of these four closed establishments 
after the conflagration of last Wednesday 
than it was before that tragedy occurred. 
The danger would in fact probably be less 
than before, because ordinary prudence 
on the part of proprietors, attendants 
and patrons would cause some Safety 
measures to be taken. But the authorities 
are not taking chances, in which they are 
altogether right. 

Why were not these safety alterations 
made before fire broke out in one of the 
faulty premises? Simply because the 
danger was not recognized, or not heeded. 
It took a tragedy to stir up public opinion 
and sharpen official vigilance, as it so often 
does. ; 
The moral is surely plain. The time to 
enforce protective law is before some one 
is killed or injured through the law being 
neglected. It should not cost a life, or sev- 
eral lives, to have fire-traps made safe—or 
violaters of speed laws brought to book.

C.W.A.C. Needs Recruits 


Five thousand women, it is announced, 
are required immediately by the Canadian 
Women’s Army Corps to bring that useful 
organization up to requisite strength. 

A new policy has gone into effect 
whereby members of the C.W.A.C. are to go 
into duty at the rear of every battle line. 
This expansion of service necessitates the 
present plea for more recruits. 

It should not be necessary to emphasize 
the patriotic duty involved in the appeal. 
It has now been established beyond ques- 
tion that the women’s services are per- 
forming an exceedingly important function. 
That point was defined very clearly last 
autumn when at the general synod of the 
Church of England in Canada, the House 
of Bishops passed a resolution commending 
the women’s services, not only for their 
value to Canada, but as a means of whole- 
some discipline and training for the women 
themselves, 

Certainly the experiences of these young 
women constitute an education. They get 
practical training in useful accomplish- 
ments. They lead orderly and healthful 
lives. They not only see their own country 
but have an opportunity of seeing the 
countries overseas. 

This call for recruits offers not only a 
duty but a privilege. No girl can do better 
for herself and her nation than by joining 
the C.W.A.C.

Immigration 


Fisheries Minister Bertrand has been 
discussing, at a public meeting at Win- 
nopeg, the question of Canadian immigra- 
tion after the war, He does not expect to 
see very much and rather gave the im- 
pression of not being particularly in- 
terested in the matter. 

It is to be hoped that the minister does 
not reflect the opinion of the cabinet. It is 
difficult to believe that he does. For 
surely the problem of filling up this 
country with useful and adaptable people 
will always constitute a major enterprise. 

One trouble with Canada’s past im- 
migration policies is that they ended when 
the immigrant set foot on Canadian soil. 
That is where the Canadianizing feature 
of an immigration policy should begin, For 
the finest settlers in the world may soon 
become useless and sour if they are pre- 
mitted to congregate into little isolated 
racial communities of their own and devote 
themselves to a career of sublimated 
nostalgia, 

On the other hand, any healthy and 
intelligent immigrant can be made useful 
if he is mixed immediately with Canadians 
and made to feel, not a transplanted for- 
eigner, but a Canadian, 

It is not difficult to secure immigrants. 
But it is difficult to Canadianize them 
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when they get here. And that is what the 
ultimate purpose of an immigration policy 
should be. 

Surely the Canadian cabinet does not, 
as Mr. Bertrand infers, regard that problem 
with indiffirence. 


Just Cause for Pride 


More than 100,000 airmen of the United 
Nations have been trained in schools of the 
Commonwealth air training system, and by 
the close of this year the R.C.A.F. alone 
will have 60,000 fully trained air-crew men. 


Though some have become casualties, 
some are prisoners, and some are serving 
elsewhere, the bulk of this great army of 
Allied fliers will be available for the all-out 
attack on Hitler’s fortress, likely to open 
at any time. Something of what this will 
mean is suggested by the report that on 
Sunday 6000 planes hit enemy targets with 
more than 8000 tons. of bombs, shot up 
railway trains and airfields, and strewed 
mines in enemy waters. 

Remembering that the United States 
and Russia are training their own airmen, 
it is certain that whenever and wherever 
Allied ground forces move against the 
fortress they will have full advantage of 
air coverage, as well as of the scftening up 
of objectives by advance bombing on a 
scale not only beyond precedent but be- 
yond conjecture of pre-war days, 

Herr Goering thought he had accurate- 
ly estimated the potentialities of air power 
and prepared to make full use of air war. 
How short his plans fell of reality is 
obvious, for it is the ack-ack gun, not the 
luftwaffe, that is relied upon now to save 
German munitions factories from destruc- 
tion. Applying a recent admission made 
by Dr. Goebbels, the be-medalled Herman 
“did not know war would be like this’. 

Canadians have a right to take pride in 
the contribution they have made to Allied 
air strength, in men, and not less in provid- 
ing the training facilities without which 
that strength could not be comparable to 
what it actually is. Herr Goering’s candid 
opinion of our Air Training system would 
make interesting reading,

World Alone.

The vacuum in the ‘Teheran 
agreements is Europe. Although the 
creation of an association of nations 
is envisaged, European ‘countries 
will apparently function in it only 
as relatively small units which 
would have to tie 
up with one or 
another of the 
great powers to 
have an effective 
voice. 

No one Europ- 
ean power will be 
allowed to have 
an hegemony 
over Europe. Nei- ; 
ther will Russia, 
or the Dorothy 
United States, Thompson 
But there is no encouragement for 
any other European solution—such 
as its organization into one, two or 
three interlocking confederations 
which would, by consolidation, en- 
able Europeans to enter as equals 
with the big powers into a world 
association, 

* * * 


This solution will inevitably lead 
to the following things: 

1, The Big Three will be interest- 
ed to foster divisions in Europe, 
as the only means of keeping her 
weak, ineffective and servlie 

2. When nationalisms do not suc- 
ceed in preventing European con- 
solidation, the Big Three will be 
tempted to foster conflicting social 
and political organizations, aug- 
menting national hostilities by 
social and political organizations, 
augmenting national hostilities by 
social hostilities. The parallel is 
India—and there are signs of it 
already, The Anglo-American policy 
is supporting monarchistic, ana- 
chronistic, conservative govern- 
ments. The Russians are promoting 
popular front governments. 

3. Invariably these different types 
of government will gravitate to- 
ward Britain or Russia; there will 
be a constant interplay of influ- 
ences inside the small European 
room; progressive countries will 
try to extend their ideas into con- 
servative countries, and vice versa, 
and both sides will appeal to one 
or another of the big three. More- 
over, the various movements will 
appeal to sections of public opinion 
in the democracies. The struggles 
inside Europe will be reflected in- 
side our democracies. And in all 


seeds of a new war. 
* * * 

Under these conditions, it is im- 
possible to believe that the solidar- 
ity of the big three can be perman- 
ently maintained. But is there any 
alternative? 

There is. It is this alternative that 
is being neglected, especially by 
the one country in a position to 
promote it: the United States. The 
United States, more than any 
other country has a personal and 
sentimental stake in Europe. The 
new world is the offspring of the 
old. Britons and Russians are not 
as susceptible as Americans to the 
troubles of Poles, Yugoslavs, 
Frenchmen, Italians, and yes, even 
Germans. The great democracy of 
the west, which is an amalgam 
of descendants of Europeans, owes 
to Europe a European solution. The 
great democracy of the west owes 
to Europe a democratic solution. 
The great federation of the west 
owes to Europe a federal solution. 
We owe it to Europe because we 
owe ourselves a solution for Eu- 
rope, and the end of wars over 
Europe, 

The President of the United 
States is haunted by the ghost of 
Woodrow Wilson. He is apparently 
afraid to take leadership lest, like 
his predecessor, he be repudiated 
at home. But the American people 
are more conscious in this war than 
in the last. They have discovered 
that they are in the world, and that 
being so they had better energet- 
ically attempt to create a world in 
which they can stay, The fate of 
Wilson can go into reverse, and 
the American people complain one 
day, not that its leadership has 
done too much but has left too 
much undone. 

A weak and divided Europe will 
prove a greater menace to all 
three big powers than a strong 
Europe, united into one or several 
federations. Europe cannot be per- 
manently written out of history. 
It contains over 400,000,000 persons, 
most of them strongly politically 
conscious, most of them skilled in 
the arts, sciences, and technologies 
of modern civilization, To assume 
that these millions will not one day 
wake up to the situation in which 
they are placed as quarreling na- 
tional groups in the midst of a 
consolidated Russian, British and 
American world, is to underrate 
their intelligence. 

There are signs and portents that 
they are awakening already. It is 
certain that they want liberation 
from Hitler, but sooner or later

The 
pressure of the big powers will 
drive them towards unity, whether 
they want it or not, It is ridiculous 
to think that hatred of the Ger- 
mans will compel Europe to accept

Lieut. Jewell, M.B.E., D.S.C., U.S.

Railways Doing Great War Job 


Canadian railways are handling 
more traffic in fewer cars, with 
fewer engines, and with fewer ex- 
perienced men. 

That is the railway story of this 
war, according to W. A. Mather, 
vice-president of western lines, 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 

This widely experienced railway- 
man was really “talking shop” 
when he addressed members of the 
Canadian Pacific Association at 
Winnipeg and his remarks were 
aimed at working railroaders and 
182 of the company’s retired of- 
ficers and employees who were also 
present, but his story is of import- 
ant general interest. 

To prove to his company’s re- 
tired men that those carrying the 
burden in the active ranks were 
striving to emulate the record of 
the pioneers who built the railway 
and operated it in the difficult 
early days, Mr. Mather quoted fig- 
ures which set the previous “ban- 
ner” year, 1928, against 1943, the 
fourth year of the war for which 
complete statistics are available,

He dealt only with the compara- 
tive figures for western lines of his 
own railway, but since the bulk of 
1928's record traffic emerged from 
movement of a huge western grain 
crop the western figures in them- 
selves tell most of the tale. 

In 1928, Mr. Mather said, his 
western lines handled 27,887,000 
tons of freight. In 1943 the same 
lines from the head of the lakes 
to Vancouver Island handled 29,- 
190,000 tons of freight. This was an 
increase of 1,030,000 tons. 

In 1943, however, train miles 
operated showed a decrease of 2,- 
420,000 tons, or 12.9 per cent. The 
average weight of train in tons per 
mile increased 17.8 per cent, and 
freight tons per loaded car mile in- 
creased 11.8 per cent, partly due to 
retirement of cars of light carrying 
capacity, and partly due to the gen- 
eral response of shippers to the 
requests for heavier loading. 

Freight car miles decreased by 


75,625,000 or 9.8 per cent. Fuel 
burned to haul 1,000 equalized gross 
tons one mile decreased from 108 
pound to 97 pounds or 10,2 per 
cent. By these yardsticks of the 
practical railroader, fewer engines 
hauling fewer trains of heavier cars 
hauled more freight at less expense 
in fuel consumption, 

“In 1928,” Mr. Mather continued, 
“we had a monthly average of 40,- 
069 freight car units, not including 
tank, service or work equipment, 
but in 1943 that figure was re- 
duced to 36,912 or 24.7 per cent. 
decrease, Similarly, with respect to 
locomotives, we had a monthly 
average of 1,000 in 1928 and 815 in 
1943, or a reduction of 25.2 per cent. 
You will know as well as I do 
that some of the engines we scrap- 
ped were. replaced by others of 
greater capacity. The fact remains, 
however, that we had an average 
of 275 engines loss, and an engine 
is an engine when you are busy.”

On the passenger side, however, 
figures for Canadian Pacific west- 
ern lines are somewhat different. 
In 1928 the C.P.R. in the west car- 
ried 4,356,000 passengers, in 1943 a 
total of 4,586,000 passeners. Train 
miles increased slightly, passenger 
car miles jumped from 67,500,000 to 
Slightly more than 91,000,000 miles, 
and this substantially increased 


business was handled without any 
noticeable increase in equipment. 

On the labor front, something 
like 6200 of the Canadian Pacific 
“family” in western Canada have 
joined the armed services since the 
war started. “I do not suggest to 
you that we have been able to 
handle our business with that many 
less, because many or most of them 
have been replaced by others,” Mr. 
Mather said, “Some of the new men 
have proved quite efficient but the 
inexperience and age of others has 
thrown a load on the older experi- 
enced men who remained with us, 
beyond, I think, the appreciation 
of those who are not familiar with 
the operation of a railway.”

Railways have been admittedly 
hard put to maintain service under 
war-time exigencies, but the picture 
is beginning to look brighter due 
to the easing of the steel situation, 
Mr. Mather said. In 1943 the Cana- 
dian Pacific bought 30 locomotives, 
including five diesel electric switch- 
ers. This year’s program calls for 
82 units, including 10 more diesel 
switchers, Last year the company 
bought 2,030 freight car units, this 
year will get something more than 
2,000 in all classes. This will not 
remove all of the load from the 
shoulders of hard-working railroad- 
ers, but it will be a big help. 


ships; they are in boats or in ships, 
not on them; the only thing a navy 
man gets on is the carpet) we raked 
him stem to stern with silly ques- 
tions. The Seraph is a medium- 
sized sub, so the following bits of 
miscellaneous information presum- 
ably relate to medium-sized subs: 

They travel at a top surface speed 
of 14 knots, underwater top speed 
of nine knots. Practically under- 
water range of a sub is 90 miles, 
though one has gone 120. A boat 
usually comes up for air and to 
charge batteries at night, though 
one remained below 74 hours. “But 
this isn’t comfortable—the crew was 
pretty ill.” 

* * * 

The motion of the sea dies out 
as you go down; but no motion is 
felt below 120 feet. A sub moving 
under water normally travels at 
what is called periscops depth—30 
feet, This enables it to stick its 
periscope up as required. Going 
into action in calm water a sub has 
its periscope only about two and 
a half inches above water. This 
enables it to sight a ship five miles 
away. It can raise its periscope to 
eight feet above water—but this ex- 
tends its horizon range only another 
few miles, 

A sub has no windows. Somehow 
we learned this with regret. There 
is no sliding steel shutter enabling 
them to look out upon the flora and 
fauna of the bottom through a 
strong glass. But though they don't 
see bottom they occasionally feel 
it. A sub often rests on the bottom 
in the daytime, enabling it to save 
power, Sometimes it gets nestled 
into mud and takes quite a lot of 
blowing off. “Blowimg off” is the 
expression, because when it wants 
to rise the sub uses compressed air 
to blow water out of its tanks. 

The surface of the world under 
water is much like it is in Carleton 
County or Timbuctoo. Flat, hilly, 
mountainous—what you will. Subs 
have been known to crash into a 
mountain or “pinnacle of rock”, 
though this is infrequent. Subs have 
charts of the hottom and through 
the mysteries of navigation know 
precisely where they are all the 
time and therefore what kind of a 
“floor” they have under them, The 
Channel and all coastal waters are 
mapped in minute detail—and that 
is where our subs are doing their 
jobs. The wide open sea floor is 
not so closely charted. 


* * © 


The Seraph carries about a dozen 
torpedoes, These are blown out 
with compressed air and thereafter 
go through the water under their 
own power at a speed of about 45 
knots. When the torpedo leaves 
the boat there is a very definite 
jar, but nothing like the shaking 
that comes if the torpedo hits its 
target and blows up. 

A nice handy range to fire a 
torpedo is 1,000 yards. But even 
at six miles there’s a loud report 
and a good shaking in the sub- 
marine if the torpedo has con- 
nected. Under very stili water 
conditions Jewell one time heard 
a series of torpedo explosions at 
a distance of 90 miles. Not his 
own torpedoes, of course; but he 
knew what action was going on 
and where. It was in the Medi- 
terranean, 

The Germans developed a tor- 
pedo which showed no wake—run 
by little electric motors. Our own 
have little internal combustion 
engines and leave a wake, Each tor- 
pedo costs about $9,000, Jewell has 
fired about 50, has hit 11 ships, 
sunk 10,000 tons, damaged 20,000, 

Lieut. Jewell says the Germans 
have “hundreds” more subs in 
European waters than the Allies. 


Will US. Trade

It is an axiom of international 
politics, well proved by the events 
of the last 20 years, that the peace 
of the world cannot be maintained 
without the active co-operation of 
the United States. It is equally 
axiomatic that the prosperity of 
the world requires the prosperity of 


the United States and its full par- 
litical decisions, the great question 
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never bites anybody who really understands him!” 


before the world boils down into 
something very simple: Will the 
United States reduce its tariffs and 
trade? ‘ 

That question will not be answer- 
ed by the speeches of statesmen or 
the resolutions of chambers of 
commerce, It will be answered only 
by the final action of the U.S. Con- 
gress on the details of the tariff 
laws, The answer cannot be fore- 
seen fully yet and meanwhile it is 
possible only to examine the facts 
of the United States’ former posi- 
tion in the world’s trade in the hope 
of judging its future position. 

In 1937 the United States did a 
total foreign business of $10 billions, 
including all international payments 
of every sort moving in and out of 
the country. This was a small trade 
for such a nation, about twice Can- 
ada’s present trade. In goods the 
United States imported only $3 bil- 
lions and it exported $3.3 billions. 
Canada is exporting and importing 
about half these amounts now. Last 
year the United States continued to 
import at its pre-war level, about 
$3 billions, but it exported $12.5 


billions, all but $2.5 billions by 
lend-lease. With such gigantic ex- 
ports, the United States present 


boom obviously has a heavy stake 
in world trade, 
* * * 


How big will its trade be after 
the war? The editors of “Fortune”, 
basing their calculations on official 
government figures, estimate that 
if the United States can maintain 
internal prosperity and raise its 
national income somewhat above its 
present total, it could easily have a 
total trade of $14 billions, about 
twice the pre-war total. Of this, 
merchandise imports would be $4.3 
billions as against the pre-war 
figure of $3 billions. These are 


highly conservative figures based} 


on the assumption that. the United 


States will make many things, 
including rubber, which it im- 
ported entirely before the wars. 


With the World? 


With Russia and China being re- 
built, total U.S. trade could be 
much larger than these figures 
suggest. 

These are the basic facts against 
ticipation in international trade. 
Economically then, apart from po- 
which Congress must decide the 
nation’s future tariff policy. It 


must also consider another fact 
when it is asked to protect the 
nation’s high standard of living 


by raising high tariffs— namely, as 
“Fortune” points out, that the man- 
ufacturing industries of the United 
States before the war had an out- 
put per man nearly twice as large 
as that of the other two industrial 
giants, Britain and Germany. High 
American wages and living are not 
the result of tariffs but of effici- 
ency. The high-wage industries 
like automobile manufacturing 
have never had trobule holding 
their own in the open world 
market.

As “Fortune” says: 

“It is perfectly true, of course, 
that a sudden reduction of tariffs 
causes unemployment and the neéd 
for readjustment. But it is also true 
that with every tariff reduction 
consumers have that much more to 
spend on other products. If these 
products come from abroad, and 
imports increase, then there will be 
a rise of employment in the export 
industries (since foreign nations, 
jable to get United States dollars, 
will buy United States goods), If 
the consumer uses his additional 
money on home-produced goods, 
there will be a comparable increase 
in employment in these industries.” 

The question is whether congress | 
understands these facts and is will. 
ing to apply them against the great 
high-tariff pressure groups, not | 
manufacturers but the farm bloc, | 
which at present is enjoying a pros- 
;perity virtually guaranteed by the 
public treasury, In that question 
the world has a vital interest and 
no part of it more than Canada 
The economic world waits on the! 


“But then that is really their only 
naval strength.” The Royal Navy's 
subs have killed a considerable 
number of enemy subs. This hunt- 
ing of killers by killers is a fan- 
tastic sort of business. Sometimes 
two subs will be in the same area, 
both aware of the other. They'll 
track each other, chart each other's 
position, manoeuvre around like 
stealthy sharks, get into what they 
believe a good firing position and 
“let go"—all under water. 
* * 

We've always nursed a land- 
lubber’s suspicion that when a sub 
is attacked and missed it will 
purposely let out a tub of oil so 
that the enemy will gleefully re- 
port “a black circle of oil appear- 
ed and the enemy was believed 
killed.” Jewel thinks not. “We don't 
do it ourselves,” he added. “Be- 
cause it wouldn't be cricket?” we 
asked, “No, not at all, But if we 
let out a tub of oil then the enemy 
would know exactly where we were 
and we'd be finished. 

A sub cannot escape depth 
charge explosions merely by going 
down, A charge can be timed to 
go off at any depth. But a “near- 
miss” on a sub isn't lethal unless 
very close indeed. One advantage 
of the depth though is that you 
can't be seen from planes. In the 
Atlantic you can't be seen under 60 
feet. In the Mediterranean you 
need 200 feet. 

A sub patrol usually lasts about 
three weeks. Then the boat is 
ashore 10 days, with everyone get- 
ting at least three days’ leave, 
After 16 months aboard each man 
gets five weeks’ leave. And leave. 
looks good to a submarine man, 
The white mice may hive gone 
out of fashion, but sub life is still 
pretty tough. The Seraph has a 
crew of 54, including five officers, 
and people don’t go around swing- 
ing cats. Its over-all length is 200 
feet and width 21. 

Strangest feature of sub life is 
that you live always in a semi-dark. 
When action comes in a sub it 
comes quickly and has to be done 
in the darkness of night. So that 
the men won't take the first five 
minutes to get used to no lights 
they have a perpetual state of no 
lights, or nearly so. The lights are 
a dark red, not enough to read by 
but enough to play checkers. 

Sub crews get extra food rations, 
halibut liver oil capsules, sun-ray 
treatment in port. Jewel says there 
is no “submarine disease,” and 
that the men seem to stand the 
eerie life very well. In summer 
they wear just shorts and no tops; 
in winter they wear old trousers 
and a dirty white  turtle-neck 
sweater. They can't listen to radio 
entertainment because operating a 
radio gives away position; but 
gramophones are popular, “and we 
listen in to the other fellow’'s sig- 
nals for amusement.” 

* * * 

“Well, now, what about the Gen. 
Clark adventure " we asked. 

“Oh, that. Well, we just took him 
to a certain point 800 yards off- 
short in Africa. He went ashore 
in a rowboat. We waited a few days 
and picked him up again. The 
Giraud thing was about the same, 
We went to a certain point off the 
south of France, sat about for a 
few days and then brought the gen- 
eral away with us. It really wasn't 
exciting but it was interesting.” 

Lieut. Jewell, obviously, had for- 
gotten those two little taxi trips, 
and that he was decorated for his 
part in them! Yet his silence wasn't 
of the smug kind. He told us a 
good deal of some operations and 
answered most patiently all the 
silly questions. The latter were of 
some help to him, he said, because 
he is about to talk to Canadian 
Clubs all across Canada and he 
cannot imagine what they can pos- 
sibly want to hear, from him. “Just 
tell them about life in a sub,” we 
replied, “and throw in your joke 
about the invasion.” Right-ho, he 
smiled, and off he.went down 
Sparks street; six-feet-two of a 
fair-haired blue-eyed Englishman if 
ever I saw one. 

His invasion joke, in case you're 
curious, is of ,the telephone ring- 
ing in Downing street very early 
one morning. Churchill picked 
up the phone and said, “Are you 
there?” A voice replied: “Yes, 
Winston, this is Joe. I'm at 
Calais. You can come over now.”

On a hot night during the Battle of Sicily an Alberta regiment, charging 
into the town of Leonforte, heard and saw a bridge blown up behind them. 


Reinforcement or withdrawal were equally impossible until that bridge 
was repaired.

But McPhee was not yet finished. 


Hearing that a scouting party was to precede the advance he volunteered 
tohelp. This was no job for an engineer who had spent the night building 
bridges and fighting hand to hand, byt McPhee went anyway, spotted 
a Nazi gun position, flashed its location and huddled behind boulders 
while that position was pulverized by Canadian guns. 


Aside from a well earned decoration, Sergeant Russell McPhee was 
labelled, ‘The perfect non-commissioned officer.”

GRANDE PRAIRIE — Official 
notice has been received by Mrs. 
J. Flood, that her only son Fit.-Sgt. 
George Andrew Flood, was killed 
when the plane in which he was 
wireless air gunner, crashed in 
Brazil. 

Wreckage of the plane was dis- 
covered about 100 miles from Am- 
pa, Brazil, four months after it was 
reported missing. A Brazilian nat- 
ive first brought word that an air- 
craft had crashed in that area. The 
aircraft, which was identified by 
officers of Sgt. Flood’s Transport 
Group, is located in a swamp in a 
jungle clearance and is covered 
with water, 

“The surrounding area consists 
of tidal swamp, the greater part of 
which is under water, even at low 
tide,” the official letter received by 
Mrs. Flood states. “From the aerial 
observations made it is clear that 
the aircraft exploded on impact, 
and I am afraid that it can only be 
assumed that your son and his 
companions were killed instanane- 
ously. 

“It is deeply regretted that the 
extremely difficult nature of the 
terrain and the hazards of the 
jungle and swamp, which it would 
be necessary to face, make it im- 
possible to send out a ground expe- 
dition in an attempt to reach the 
site of the crash. Arrangements 
are however being made to fly a 
chaplain to the scene of the crash 
and he will then read the com- 
mittal service from the air and 
drop wreaths in memory of your 
son and his fellows.”

Sgt. Flood was held at Christ

“OTTAWA, May Hanged 
gotiations with the provinces 
have brought about several 
changes in the regulations gov- 
erning pensions to the aged and 
the blind, Finance Minister lisley 
announced yesterday in the Com- 
mons, 


The minister said the most im- 
portant of the changes was one 
which would allow the pensioners 
an increased amount of outside in- 
come without a reduction in pen- 
sion being made. 

Under the amendments, made by 
orders-in-council, a pensioner now 
would be allowed outside income 
of $125 a year instead of $65 a 
year, This with the maximum pen- 
sion of $300 annually would give 
a pensioner an income of $425 
annually. 


NO AGE REDUCTION 

No reduction in the eligible age 
of pensioners was contemplated at 
present. 

“Certain of the provinces would 
be agreeable to lowering the eligi- 
ble age from 70 to 65 years imme- 
diately for the non-contributory 
pensions being paid under the 
present scheme,” he said. 

“It is, however, very doubtful 
whether it would be possible to 
obtain the agreement of all the 
provinces to such a reduction of 
the eligible age under the pres- 
ent scheme, as this would be a 
very far-reaching change involv- 
ing a substantial increase in the 
financial and administrative bur- 
dens upon the provinces.” 

If all or most of the provinces 
urged a lowering in the eligible 
age the Dominion government 
would be prepared to give the 
) matter careful consideration, 


|}OTHER AMENDMENTS 

Other amendments made by the 
orders-in-council were intended to 
meet the difficulties arising out of 
the residence qualifications of pen- 
soiners, said the minister. 

Under the old regulations an 
old age pensioner had to reside 
in Canada for 16 years between 
the ages of 50 and 70 before being 
entitled to a pension. A blind 
pensioner had to live in Canada 
for 16 years between the ages of 
20 and 40. In some extreme cases 
a pensioner had to wait 16 full 
years following his return to 
Canada before he qualified for a 
pension. 

Under the new regulations, the 
pensioners may qualify for a pen- 
sion after making up for the 
amount of time they had been out- 
side of the country. 

Another proposed change would 
eliminate the necessity of an ap- 
plicant who had moved to a new 
province returning to the province 
of previous residence for the sole 
purpose of applying for a pension. 


COUNT AS RESIDENCE

Fighting French 
Official Meets 


Friends in City 


A veteran of the French cam- 
paign against the German in- 
vasion in 1940, Captain Gerard 
Raoul- Duval, first secretary of 
the French delegation at Ottawa, 
arrived in Edmonton Tuesday. 
He is a guest at the Macdonald 
hotel, 

“I am here to make contacts with 
our Canadian friends,” Capt. Duval 
said in an interview this morning. 
“I will make official calls, meet 
Fighting French representatives, 
and see all my countrymen that 
time will permit.” 

Before the war, Capt. Duval was 
in the French diplomatic service, 
and was in charge of the consulate 
at Winnipeg at the outbreak of war. 

He hurried back to his native 
land to take part in the struggle 
against Hitler's armies, and after 
France fell, he went to posts in 
China and Hong Kong, where he 
resigned from the diplomatic 
service, 

“I didn’t like Vichy very much,” 
Capt. Duval gives as the reason for 
his resignation. 

Then he went to the Middle 
East, where he joined the ser- 
vices of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 
That was in 1941. From then until 
February of this year, Capt. 
Duval served with the Fighting 
French on the Western Desert, a 
part of Britain’s famed Eighth 
Army. 

“About two months ago the 
French Committee in Algiers de- 
cided it wanted more representa- 
tives abroad,” the French official 
said. “They looked for young men 
with diplomatic training, and I was 
among those chosen.” 


SAD TO LEAVE 

“I was very sad to leave my 
comrades in Algiers and the Middle 
East, but I was glad to come to 
Canada, which I love very much.” 

Capt. Duval leaves the city to 
night for Calgary, where he will 
stay until Monday. He will tour 
all of the west before returning to 
Ottawa.

YORK—It is hard to face 
another Memorial Day and find 
ourselves still at war and decorat- 
ing an ever-increasing number of 
graves. Even these graves are but! 
a small percentage of those we| 
cannot decorate, in which the men 
of our land lie where they have 
fought all over the world. When 
we go to the Memorial Day serv- 
ices it is not just for those who 
lie in our own churchyards that 
we bring flowers. We transcend 
space and place our symbols of 
thought on all the oceans and in 
all the far-off lands. 


‘ This remembrance of our boys 
fs not the really great significance 
of Memorial Day, however. If the 
great sacrifices of youth are to bear 
fruit, this day must remind us pri- 
marily of our duty to the living. 
It should be a day of consecration 
to the fulfillment of those things 
for which our men died, 


Was this a war for freedom? 
Then we know we have not 
achieved our objectives unless all 
men throughout the world are free 
—free from economic want, from 
religious restraint and _ political 
Oppression and from aggression by 
stronger people. 

Was this a war for justice? Then 
we must see to it that justice is 
done throughout the world to men 
of all nations, 

Was this a war to bring us peace 
fn the future? Then we must see 
to it that we learn to cooperate 
with all the peoples of the world 
and that by our example we dem- 
onstrate the sincerity of purpose 
which lies back of our fight. 

We cannot hope to build faith 
in ourselves by being suspicious of 
other people. We need not be 
“suckers”, but neither need we be 
exploiters. 

As we have gone to our Memorial 
Day services in the past we have 
frequently thought primarily of the 
various wars in which we have 
engaged to gain our liberty and to 
preserve it. This day has served 
to remind us of the great names in| 
our history — Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Lincoln—but it is not enough 
now to think of the past. We who 
fight this war know that when men 
wish to remain free they must ever 
be ready to fight for their freedom 

We know also that they must be 
ever vigilant, not only of enemies 
from without but of enemies from 
within, Great power is always 
dangerous to freedom and unless 
we share this power with the other 
nations of the world, and are ever 
careful to make it of value to the 
people of the world, we may find 
ourselves becoming less the de- 
fenders of freedom than the cus- 
todians of power. 

So this is a day for the search- 
ing of hearts and the making of 
strong resolutions. Since we must 
be strong and we must be free, let 
us pray for wisdom and humility 
to use our freedom for the good 
of humanity.

Everybody agrees that nagging is 
unpleasant and that it fails to ac- 
complish the desired result; yet, at 
least occasionally, we all resort to 
nagging. Reason may tell us that 
we are accomplishing little or noth- 
ing by out fault-finding and yet it 
is very hard to free one’s self en- 
tirely from the tendency to nag. 
Husbands and wives annoy each 
other by nagging—parents nag at 
their children—and nagging finds 
it way even into business relation- 
ship. : 

Probably nagging has existed as 
long as there have been human be- 
ings. Nagging arises from a desire 
fundamentally sound — a_ desire 
which is really a splendid desire— 
the desire to help someone else. 
We honestly and sincerely feel that 
if he would only overcome that 
fault which we see so plainly and 
to which he is so blind, that he 
would improve thereby. Our pur- 
pose in nagging is excellent, it is 
only the method that is at fault. 
When we start in to nag we do so 
with the finest intention in the 
world—the intention of helping the

We are trying to get him to im- 
prove in a way that seems desirable 
to us, We take the time to point 
out the error of his ways and have 
a feeling that thereafter he will do 
better. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth, We have been 
guilty of nagging and instead of 
persuading that person to change, 
we have merely persuadéd him 
that: first, he is going to keep right 
on as he always has; second, he 
does not like us; and third, that he 
is going to be antagonistic to fur- 
ther efforts to change him along 
the same line. 

If you have ever listened to a 
continual nagger, you will have 
noticed that most of his sentences 
begin with: “Why don't you-—” 
such expressions as “Why don't you 
stop making so much noise” and 
“Why don't you stop smoking?” are 
common nagging expressions. 
These expressions fail to make any 
decided change because they are 
negative suggestions. Through sug- 
gestions we have a very powerful 
way of influencing the behavior of 
others, but if suggestion is going to 
accomplish what we wish it to ac- 
complish, it must be a positive sug- 
gestion. Suggestion simply does not 
work in the megative form. When 
you use a suggestion with “don't” 
in it, the don't part is skipped over 
and does not make very much of 
an impression. The part which 
reaches the attention of the un- 
conscious mind is the part about 
the action which you do not want. 
Nagging is a form of negative sug- 
gestion and will impress more 
deeply upon the mind of the person 
hearing it, whatever action it is 
that we are nagging about. Nega- 
tive suggestion is simply no‘ an 
effective way to influence human 
behavior. 

Your only hope in persuading 
anyone to do anything is to first 
win his liking and then use positive 


suggestion, in which suggestion he 
is advising to some definite action. 
If you make use of a negative sug- 
gestion employing “don't” you sue- 
ceed in making a deeper impres- 
sion upon the mind of that person 
of the act you want him to stop. 
You intensify it, or make him more 
aware of it.

It is as well to face the fact that 
a child old enough and agile 
@nough to climb out of bed, can- 
not be kept there if he wills 
otherwise, Instead of keeping up 
the sides of the crib, push them 
down and give him the freedom 
to hop in and out when he desires. 
He'll do it, anyway. 

But even if he can get in and out 
of bed, once he is put to bed for 
the day or the night, he should not 
be allowed to leave his room. Lib- 
erty to run all over the house and 
ignore his bedtime is not his for 
the asking. If he will stay in his 
room, then permission to run 
around until he is sleepy and ready 
to climb in, probably will not be 
mis-used, The mother may hear the 
child pattering around the room 
and talking to his toys, but shortly 
there will be. silence and she ‘will 
find him safe in his bed and happy 
to be there. 

As for naptimes, there is an age 
when children seem to outgrow 
the capacity to sleep. This may be 
as early as 2 years with some, 
though other children of 5 still 
will be able to snooze soundly in 
the daytime. If the child is allow- 
ed either to sieep or to play 
quietly with his toys, this is far 
more beneficial than to demand 
sleep and get nothing but a 
storm of protest-crying which can 
in no sense be called restful.

Delay Canucks’ Advance

WITH THE CANADIAN 


(CP)—Canadian armored and infantry units yesterday 
pushed slowly up the valley of the Sacco river towards the 


big town of Frosinone, 11 


Ceprano. They encountered light opposition but were delayed 
by mines and enemy demolitions. 
The advance, in which maritime 


tanks led the way, carried the 
troops several miles beyond 
Ceprano, key town on highway 
No, 6—which runs through Fros- 
inone and Valmontone to Rome, 
Ceprano was occupied by the 
Canadians last Saturday evening. 
The infantry, moving ahead in 
lorries, followed close behind the 
armored formations 
BRIDGES BLOWN UP 

Forward tanks, cutting across 
country and along tracks on both 
sides of Pofi, five miles west of 
Ceprano, reported a minimum of 
opposition from enemy infantry and 


no enemy armor. But the tank 
crews reported the roads were 
strewn with mines, Every bridge 


across the numerous little streams 
along the route was blown up and 
consequently movement was slow, 
The German shelling was heavy 
and ceaseless but mortar fire— 
the enemy’s most vicious weapon 
up to the time the Canadians 
crossed the Melfa river last week 

—eased up. The most trouble was 

from self-propelled 75-mm. and 

85-mm. guns. 

Sappers were busy yesterday 
clearing mines from Ceprano, a 
neat little town of 6,000 people. 
Italians were already returning to 
their homes, which were less ser- 
jiously damaged than any along the 
route of the Canadian Corps’ ad- 
vance so far, They hung out British 
and American flags—a welcome 
Canadian troops had not received 
since they captured Compobasso 
in mountainous central Italy during 
last autumn’s campaign, 

ROLLING FARMLAND 

The country through which the 
Canadians are advancing on a one- 
divisional front is rolling farmland, 
waist-deep in wheat. It is consider- 
ably less rugged than the Liri Val- 
ley with low hills on either side, 


The reference to “a one-di- 
vision” front in Amaron's cablig¢ 
suggested that the armored di- 
vision commanded by Maj. Gen. 
B. M. Hoffmeister was, for the 
time being at any rate, the only 
Canadian formation in action. 
The last reference to the Ist Di- 

vision, commanded by Maj. Gen, 
Chris Vokes, was in a front-line 
dispatch last Saturday by Doug. 
How, Canadian Press war corres- 
pondent. This story said elements 
of both the two divisions in the Can- 
adian Corps under command of Lt. 
Gen, E. L. M. Burns were butting 
ahead towards Ceprano, 


CEPRANO SINCE TAKEN 

Since then Ceprano has been cap- 
tured, apparently by troops of Gen. 
Hoffmeister’s Division, 

The armored division, which ar- 
rived in Italy last November, also 
includes three infantry regiments 
and a motorized infantry regiment, 
the Westminster regiment from New 
Westminster, B.C. 

After the Ist Canadian Division 
had captured Ortona on the Adri- 

atic in bloody fighting last De- 
cember, the Canadian Corps held 
the Adriatic coast line during the 
winter, its activity limited to pa- 
trols.

“On behalf of the citizens of 
Edmonton, | cordially endorse the 
venereal-disease-education cam- 
paign, which is being conducted 
by the Edmonton Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, in co-operation 
with health authorities and the 
Health League of Canada,” Mayor 
John W., Fry said Tuesday. 

“Partly due to conditions which 
existed before the war, and partly 
because of conditions brought about 
by the war, Canada today is con- 
fronted with what has been de- 
scribed as an epidemic of venereal 
disease.

The training days lost 
while the patients were incapaci- 
tated and under hospital treatment 
and the training time lost came to 
almost $8,000,000. 


AMONG CIVILIANS 

“These infections were not ac- 
quired in training camps or on 
shipboard, but in our communi- 
ties. It is obvious then that there 
must be a great deal of infection, 
much of it undetected, among our 
civilian population. 

“Alberta on the whole and the 
city of Edmonton in particular have 
always adopted a progressive atti- 
tude in dealing with these diseases, 
and through provincial and civic 
health departments, and the efforts 
of the police forces, much has been 
done in past years to eradicate these 
diseases, 

“Our city has one of the finest 
records on the continent in deal- 
ing with venereal disease, but it 
must be borne in mind that total 
elimination can be the only goal 
against scourges of this nature.

Potato Disease 
Edmonton Area 


In an effort to curb spreading 
of bacterial ring rot in potatoes, 
a “Ring Rot Precautions Area” 
has been established centering 
on Edmonton, according to offi- 
cials of the provincial agriculture 
department. 

The precautionary area embraces 
some 40 townships in this vicinity, 
and includes the districts of Ellers- 
lie, Spruce Grove, Stony Plain, St. 
Albert, Morinville, Legal, Gibbons, 
Bon Accord, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Clover Bar, Edmonton, and all in- 
tervening sections. 

Persons growing potatoes for 
sale in the area mentioned must 
obtain written authority to plant 
the tubers this year. This regula- 
tion does not include potatoes pro- 
duced for consumption on the 
premises on which they are grown. 

Farmers and gardeners within 
the area who have planted potatoes 
in excess of their table require- 
ments and who have not yet obtain- 
ed authority to do so, are urged by 
officials to write the field crops 
branch, department of agriculture, 
Edmonton, and ask for a potato 
planting permit. 

When writing, the following in- 
formation must be supplied: 
name and address of grower; | 
section, township and range; num- 
ber of acres and variety of pota- 
toes planted or being planted this 
spring; and the name of the per- 
son who produced the seed po- 
tatoes being planted. 

On receipt of the information, 
the agriculture department will reg- 
ister the acreage, and provide a 
free field inspection during the 
summer. 


SERIOUS IN SOUTH 

Bacterial ring rot first appeared 
in Alberta about six years ago, and | 
has proven itself to be most stub- 
born to control. The infection has | 
been restricted to the south of the | 
province to date, where very severe 
damage has been caused to the po-| 
tato growing industry. Districts} 
where the ring rot has been found 
have been placed under virtual | 
quarantine, | 

“The main reason for asking 
for farmers’ co-operation now is 
to get one step ahead of this very 
serious menace by locating any 
cases of ring rot that may now 
exist,” officials state. | 

“The department is anxious to 
protect the grower from serious 
loss and at the same time protect 
this section of the province from a 
disease which is now recognized as 
the most destructive of all crop 
pests. 

“The assistance of every potato 
grower in the Edmonton area is 
urgent. Only by co-operation with 
the department in this matter | 
can it be expected to protect crops | 


and the district from the ravages 
of the bacterial ring rot menace.”
